DAY. SESSION SATURDAY 


Edmonton, April 15.—The Saturday 
afternoon sitting of the legislature 
Was occupied in committee on the 
statute law amendments act, and as 
there were Sevcral impcrtant clauses 
there was considerable discussicn.

er or mother were produced. Mr. 
Cross, who fathered th; amcndment, 
had an eloquent and ardent support- 
erin J. G. Tergeon of Ribstone, and 
gn equally ardent opponent in A. G, 
MacKay, who ntoved that eighteen 
years be substituted. Cn ao. standing 
vote a tie reswited, and Mr. Smitb 
voted in favor of eightcen years.
